E. L. Gray Charges Budget and Estimates 
Gives One Impression That Alberta is 
Living Beyond its Means 


Contending that provincial taxation is “fast approach- 
ing the breaking point,” E. L. Gray, Alberta Liberal leader, 
in continuing the budget debate in the legislature oh Monday, 
declared that this was the last budget in which the govern- 
ment might have indicated a new economic order and that 
“it must be a distinct disappointment to government sup- 
“porters.” 


Mr. Gray, who adjourned the 
budget debate when Hon. Solon 
E. Low, provincial treasurer, 
brought down his budget speech 
| on Friday, took up the debate

| tings at 3 p.m. on Monday.

Labor Peer Says Interna-

LONDON, Feb. 28.—Ten thous- 
and demonstrators marched on 
the Italian embassy Sunday, 
bearing a resolution condemning 
what was termed Prime Minister 
Chamberlain's “surrendering to 
Halian threats.” 

The throng was halted short of 
the embassy by a wall of mounted 
police but two of their number 
were permitted to approach the 
entrance. 

The two men rang Count Dino 
Grandi’s doorbell but there was no 
response, So they slipped the res- 
olution under the door and march- 
ed back to join their cheering com- 
rades,

“It wes just at the freeze-up, and 
we believe he must have walked 
out on thin ice, which broke under 
him, and that he drowned. No man 
would last long in the icy water,” 
Carlson said. 

Several weeks later other trap- 
pers found his wife, living alone. 
She went back to her people near 
Fort Chipewyan when search for 
Brussee proved fruitless.

in presenting with such cheerful- 
ness so dark a statement of the 
Province’s financial position. No 
man could have been closely as- 
sociated with the preparation of 
that statement and not have suf- 
fered the feelings of discourage- 
ment and despair. When the af- 
fairs of any province, of which the 
basie industry is agriculture, reach 
a point where its Provincial Treas- 
urer must resort to the confisca- 
tion of cattle horns and the sweep- 
ings out of grain elevators to se- 
cure funds to help carry on the 
Department of Agriculture, the task 
of that Provincial Treasurer is not 
a happy one. 

“The first impression one gets 
from the budget speech and from 


the estimates is that Alberta is liv- |

AMOUNT TO BE VOTED 

“The amount to be voted under 
Section 4 of the Appropriation

this is exclusive of the deficit. Last 
September the Sanford Evans 
Statistical Service of Winnipeg 
estimated the value of the 1937 Al- 
berta wheat crop at approximately 
$81,000,000. The 1938 budget of the 
province calls, therefore, for an 
amount to be voted of very close to 
one-third the value of the entire 
wheat crop of the province in 1937. 
In recent years, we have developed 
the habit largely of thinking of 
agricultural production, which the 
Honorable, the Provincial Treas- 
urer, describes himself as the basic 
industry, in the terms first of 
wheat. It is, therefore, interesting 
to note, as well as startling to 
note, that one bushel out of every 
three produced in Alberta last year 
would be required to pay the cost 
of government in the coming year.

But Canada, while 
showing some symptoms of a recession or re- 
lapse, has not followed us. Since last August 
our industrial production has declined by ap- 
proximately 23 per cent. Assording to the lat- 


est available statistics published by the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference Board, Canada’s 


production has continued to rise, showing a 
gain of 6 per cent in the same period. The 
whole answer may lie in government policy, of 
course. Nevertheless, as Colonel Ayres sug- 
gests in an article in the current Atlantic 
Monthly, “Canada has done a far better job 
than we have, and we ought to be asking our- 
selves why she has succeeded and we have not.” 
—Baltimore Sun.

| WHERE DO THEY GET IT? 


Japan’s bill for seven months of war in China 
tops $2,000,000,000, Tokyo announces. That is 
roughly what Canada spent in the Great War; 
represents about two-thirds of our total na- 
tional debt. 

Here is a couritry which, so far as the world 
has been told, hasn’t been balancing its budget, 
which has been engaged in gigantic expendi- 
tures on armamaents.

Italy spent over a billion dollars on 
Ethiopia, yet she goes on building battleships 
and airplanes and submarines as though she 
hadn’t spent a cent. And Italy is not a rich coun- 
try. Has less trade than Canada. 

There is Germany. According to orthodox 
finance, Germany has been bankrupt for more 
than a year. It doesn’t seem to stop Hitler. 
Bankrupt or not bankrupt, he goes on with ad- 
ventures that leave the democracies gasping. 

About Russia, of course, nobody knows,

Your Health

Prostatic disorders are common in men past 
forty and should receive earlier attention than 
is usually given them. As a general rule, the 
patient delays treatment until the symptoms 
cause considerable discomfort. 

The prostate gland in men surrounds the 
neck of the bladder and the urethra and is 
made up of three lobes, being composed of both 
muscular and glandular tissue, An enlargement 
may cause an obstruction at the neck of the 
bladder which interferes with the emptying of 
liquid from this storage organ. 

The symptoms are chiefly those related to 
such interference and vary in different cases— 
a great deal depending upon which part of the 
prostate is enlarged. A comparatively slight 
enlargement may serve to cause considerable ob- 
struction when such enlargement occurs in cer- 
tain directions; while a very large prostate may 
cause no symptoms whatever. 

The principal symptoms of enlargement are 
those relating to the elimination of the fluid 
coming from the kidneys which is stored in the 
bladder. Therefore, such symtoms as a burn- 
ing sensation in the bladder, difficulty in com- 
pletely emptying this organ, or irritability of 
the bladder which forces the patient to rise sev- 
eral times during the night are commonly 
found. The patient develops bladder irritation 
or cystitis, due to the decomposition of the fluid 
which is retained because of insufficient empty- 
ing. 

In some cases an ache affecting the lower 
back may appear. In most cases of prostatic 
trouble the patient becomes nervous and irri- 
table and tends to become mentally depressed. 
He may show a lack of confidence and is prone 
to worry. Fortunately, these symptoms disap- 
pear when the patient is relieved. 

The treatment to be used must necessarily 
depend upon the individual case. When the ob- 
struction at the outlet of the bladder is not too 
pronounced, such measures as the application 
of heat, the use of massage, and the adoption 
of a non-irritating diet may produce satisfac- 
tory results. Heat may be used at home in the 
form of the hot Sitz bath, or through using 
rectal irrigations, allowing the warm water to 
run in and out. Electrical heat as secured with 
the diathermy is effective in many cases, al- 
though this treatment must be obtained in a 
doctor’s office. Massage of the gland may also 
help. 

In advanced cases surgery is often required 
as a portion of the enlarged gland must he re- 
moved. 

When the prostate 


is suspected of causing 


trouble, the diagnosis should not be hastily 
made but a careful examination should be 
given. 


The average patient with a prostatic involve- 
ment tends to worry unduly about his condition. 
Instead of worrying so much be will find it a 
better plan to seek a treatment which will be 
helpful in providing relief.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mr. Kirk H. writes: “How do 
you account for the fact that the same diet 
which will help the overweight patient to re- 
duce will aid the underweight patient to gain?” 

ANSWER—At previous times I have made 
lecture tours which featured reducing contests 
and many thousands of overweight people have 
reduced by following the instructions. At these 
same lectures there were always present thin 
people who gained weight by following exactly 
the same directions. I have also received let- 
ters from those following the menus given in 
the Cleansing Diet, using three meals per day 
of simple foods, and these readers report that 
after being thin all their lives, they have gained 
weight. The reason is that the patient tends to 
become normal when given a chance to elimi- 
nate properly. The thin person will gain short- 
ly after the elimination is improved and after 
he secures two or three natural intestinal elimi- 
nations daily. Freeing the system from the ac- 
cumulated poison gives the organs a chance to 
assimilate and digest food so much better that 
the patient begins to get the good from his food 
and add flesh. If exercise is taken at the same 
time, the thin patient will gain good, firm, 
muscular tissue and the body becomes more 
rounded and pleasing. The overweight patient 
will lose some of the extra pounds and hard, 
normal tissue takes the place of the flabby fat. 

QUESTION—Miss D. D. wants to know: “Is 
there any method of removing gallstones with- 
out operation?” 

ANSWER-—I do not consider gallstones as al- 
ways curable without surge The smaller 
stones may frequently be dissolved or passed 
from the body with a fasting and dieting treat~- 
ment. I advise trying the olive oil and grape 
fruit juice treatment during the fast as this will 
tend to stimulate an extra secretion of bile to 
help wash the stones out. However, if the stone 
is large or causing considerable pain, surgery 
may be required.

Police admit that only a small percentage of 
intoxicated drivers are apprehended, The ma- 
jority, through luck or guidance of sober com- 
panions, manage to evade detection, neverthe- 
less they represent a great hazard when at large 
on the highways. All are not the cause of ac- 
cidents but their condition renders them liable 
to trouble for themselves and others, and a

Most people are aware that the

The fact that His religion has 
always been more or less persecut- | 
ed often causes surprise, especially | 
in view of the abundant evidence 
that He was the Son of God. The 
question is sometimes asked whe- 
ther such persecution would con- 
tinue if people were aware that 
Christ was God as wel! as man, 
Knowledge alone is not suffi- 
cient for conversion; nevertheless, 
there must be thoucangs of people 
fn every country who would ac- 
cept the teachings of Christianity 
more fully than they do, if con- 
vinced that they came from God 
with a promise to remain with 
His Church till the end of time. 
The fundamental question, there- 
fore, is whether we should believe ;
